Two Children, ſuffering the Diſeaſe in its mildeſt Form, were 
brought from Newcafile, in May, to a confined and uncom- 
fortable Situation; but their almoſt immediate Recovery and 
and Removal. prevented, its becoming an intereſling Malady. 


This ſpecific Contagion could not have had a very exten- 
five, nor powerful Influence, as it generally prevailed in 1793. 
and the temperate Warmth of the approaching Seaſon would 
have obviated that Tendency to Inflammation, or its deſtruc- 
tive Conſequences : to which, as a principal Source of Dan- 
ger and Solicitude, our M edical Indications are chiefly, if not 


tolely, directed. 


Tux next, and moſt important, Diſeaſes which appearelk 
were FEVERS of the Nervous Type; ſometimes aſſuming, 
in their terminating Stages, a putrid Tendency, Thirty 


Caſes hay e been admitted, at difterent Periods, in the rags 
2 o 
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of this Lear. Several, introduced from Ireland, or the inte- 
rior Parts of this County, (long infeſted by Maladies of the. 
moſt deleterious Nature) were always tediouſly painful in 
their Progreſs, and oft deſtructive in their Event; requiring 
the aſſiduous Employment of the uſual Antidotes and Pre- 
ventives to their general Communication. 5

Tur Huſband, Seven Children, (the Youngeſt Six Months. 
old) his Wife, and a Lodger, ſuffered the Contagion. To the 
two latter (no Attendance nor regular Exhibition of Medicine 
being obtainable) it unhappily proved fatal ; the former re- 
covering under very unfavourable Circumſtances, | 


Tux baneful Malignancy of this Diſeaſe, which excited 
highly alarming Apprehenſions, was certainly imputable to a 
total Inattention to Cleanlineſs and clear Ventilation. Eight. 
Perſons in the Neighbourhood, from the imprudent Practice 
of viſiting the Sick, were afterwards ſeized with it; and, had 
not a N urſe-keeper, with great Difficulty and at conſiderable 
Expence, been then procured, to conſtantly wait upon the 
Patients and put in Execution exery requiſite PROPHYLACTIC, 
MeasuRE, this FEVER might have been, in its Prevalency 
and Ravages, fimilar to that peſtilential Contagion which, in 
1757, * diſtreſsfulty occupied the ſame Situation; and from 
thence, generally diffuſed, continued to bs. and Re 


prevail,

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Tas Utility of the Treatment, recommended in the laſt 
ANNUAL Reeorr, was very apparent: a mild EMET1c being 
always preſcribed upon the firſt Attack, or in the early Periods 
of Diſeaſe; and the Cure afterwards remitted to the frequent 
and copious Adminiſtration of the BARKR in its various Forms 
of Decoction, Tincture, Extract, or Powder. OP1arTEs, to 
allay general Inquietude, or any particular Irritation, eſpecial- 
ly in the Bowels, were occaſionally requiſite. The Regimen 
was ſtrictly governed. Pure Air, oft admitted, with mode- 
rately ſtimulant, acidulated Beverages, and the liberal Em- 
ployment of Port Wine. 55 


TE SCARLET FEVER, with young and delicate Peo- 
ple, eſpecially Females, a prevalent and dangerous Diſtemper, 
has not lately required the Aids of this Charity. The few 
Caſes, admitted ſince June laſt, were chiefly very indigent 
Children; and, except in one Inſtance of Fatality, (where the 
Patient, when firſt attended to, diſplay ed every Character of 
expiring Langour and Putreſcency) ſcarce any Medical Aſſiſt- 
ance was neceſſary. Proper Care has always been taken to 
mitigate the Virulency of the Contagion ; the beſt Means of 
Experience being diligently employed to interrupt its Pro- 
greſs in the Neighbourhood, and with much greater Succeſs 
than could have been expected, conſidering the cloſe and un- 
cleanly Places it moſtly occupied, 


Tux Caſes of Small Pox, Hooping Cough, and Dyſentery, 
were by no Means numerous, and for the moſt Part ſo trivial 
as ſeldom to require any active profeſſional Aſſiſtance. The 
former, introduced from, Dublin and Southampton: Camp, into 
certain populous Situations, repeatedly occurred in September,, 
November, and January laſt : but, as the Contagion had pow-

erfully raged the two preceding Years, it could not be arp 
ſed to very generally obtain. 


RELAT VE to the State of our CHRON IS Dis As Es, the 
conſtant Prevalence of moiſt Weather, during the Whole of 
the Winter, rarely induced the violent Symptoms of AsTHM a, 


or RHEUMATISM, Thele Diſorders were conſequently fer 


and favourable, If, however, remarkably aggravated by Age 
and Debility, ſtimulant, ſudorific, or tonic Remedies could al- 
ways mitigate their Urgency, or ſometimes ſuſpend and Pre- 
vent their immediate Influence and Effects. | 


Suck is the Medical State of this Charity : To the e 
more manifeſtly contributing to the Relief of its Objects, we 
advert with ſingular Satisfaction. Labour, conducive to 
Health, rarely excites internal Diſeaſes: hence the inferior 
Claſs of People, ſupported by their daily aſſiduous Endea- 
vours, chiefly ſuffer from that Variety and Poignancy of ex- 
ternal Injury which Temerity or Accident oft, and ſometimes 
unavoidably, occaſion : it muſt, in Conſequence, be very ap- 
parent that Applications from this ample Source of immedi- 
ate and exquiſite Diſtreſs will moſt ſrequently occur. The 
ſeveral Regiſter Admiſſions, with the numerous Liſt of Trivial 
Caſes, (beneficially attended to as anticipating and preventing 
greater Evils) are poſitive Proofs of this Aſſertion. 


Wx map, in this Place, very properly refer to the SYSTEM-= 
ATIC ARRANGEMENT of the Patients, ſubjoined to 
the ANNUAL REPORT, and eſpecially to that Head of Local 
Affections diſtinguiſhed by Engliſh Characters, rather as a Spe- 
cies than Genus of Diſcaſe. The PorLiTEAL ANEURISM, 


here alluded to, was not, in its Cauſe, Circumſtances, Pro-

greſs, and Urgency more extraordinary than ſucceſsful in its
